This report, which gives an 


account of the activities of the New 
York State Employment Service and 
tbe Xational Reemployment Service 
for the first half of this year, listed 
also 10,568 Jobs filled in 
public 


works and governmental service and 
123,169 emergency work placements, 
the last including WPA. 
The total 


placement figure is 210,905. 


Andrews pointed out*- that the 


placements in private industry, total- 
ing 77,168 as mentioned above, is an 
increase of 45 7 per cent over the 
total for the corresponding period 
list vear, and an increase of 11.1 per 
cent over the total for the last sis 
months of 1935 It is also noteworthy 
that the jobs filled in private indus- 
try during the first half of this year 
top those for the first half of 1929 
byjaore than 11,000. A month to 
comparison with last year's figures 
shows a consistent,rife during 1936.
